CYCLONE HORRORS. 


A Day of Death in Cities of 
Pennsylvania, 


Reading the Scene of a Terribly Fatal 
Disaster. 


| Pittsburgh Also Receives an Appall- 


‘ing Visitation. 


Huge Bulldine Crashed to Rains—Scores of Per- 
sens Buried in the Wreck—Many Killed 
Outright—O:hers Still Imprisoned 
in the Debris. 


By Telegraph to the Times. 

READING (Pa.), Jan. 9.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] This is the saddest night in 
the history of Reading. A death-like pall 
hangs upon the city as a result of the most 
horrible disaster in its history. A hundred 
households are in mourning as a result of 
one of the greatest calamities known in 
Pennsylvania. A cyclone swept over the 
northern section of the city this afternoon 
and laid waste everything within its reach, 
and with terrible lossof life. The lives 
that have been sacrificed and the number 
of those who have been injured can only be 
estimated. The most reliable computation 
at 10 o’clock tonight is that not less than 60 
persons have been killed outright and 100 
injured. How this terrible calamity oc- 
curred is as follows: It was raining very 
hard all the morning. ‘Toward noon it 
ceased almost entirely, and by 4 o’clock 
there was every indication that there would 
be an entire cessation of the rainstorm. 
Half an hour afterwards the bright sun 
made every effort to ponetrate the 
clouds. Tints of the rainbow were seen in 
the eastern sky. There was a clear sky 
overhead. This continued for half an hour 
longer. 

THEN THE SCENE CHANGED 
with a suddenness that was appalling. The 
fleecy clouds gave way to ominous signs of 
the coming storm. Dark, heavy banks of 
clouds marshalled themselves toward the. 
and soon gleom seemed to have set- 
Then the wind whis- 
tled, roared and tore in mad confusion. 
The storm clouds grew heavier still, and 
louder roared the wind, In the western 
sky the storm was seen approaching with 
thundering noise. The swath it cut was 
narrow, but its effect was terrible. Persons 
residing along the track of the storm say 
they saw the first signs of danger ina 
FUNNEL-SHAPED MAELSTROM 

of wind and débris, which seemed to gather 
up everything within its reach and cast it 
right and left. Out in the country, houses 
and barns were unroofed, farm buildings 
overturned, crops rooted up, and destruction 
spread in ev direction. The track of 
this destructive element was not more than 
200 feet wide, and it is lucky it only touched 
the suburbs of the city. It came from the 
west, but passed along the nothern 
border of Reading. First it touched 
the Mt, Penn stove works. Here 
the corner of a building was struck and a 
portion of the roof was cut offas nicely as 
if done with a pair of scissors. Then the 
storm cloud scurried across some fields, 
took off a portion of the roof of J. S. Stern- 
berg’s rolling mill, anda number of dwell- 
ings were unroofed as readily as if their tin 
roofs were paper. The storm then hurried 
across the property of the Reading Railroad 


| Company and crossed the railroad. Here a 


passenger car was standing. This was 
overturned as quickly as it had been a toy, 
and its splinters were scattered in every 
direction. Meanwhile the rain poured 
down in torrents. The atmosphere became 
heavy and oppressive, and it was almost as 
dark as night. Directly on one side of the 
track of the Reading Railroad was situated 
the paint shops of the company. It was a 
one-story building about 60x150 feet in 
size. Here about thirty men were em- 


ployed in painting passenger cars. There 
were eight or nine of the cars in the build- 
ing. They had been built at the company’s 
shops at a cost of $6000 each. ‘The building 
was struck squarely in the middle, and the 
bricks scattered about as if they were play- 
things. Cars were turned topsy-turvy, 
while the men were 
BURIED UNDER THE DEBRIS. 
A chamber of each of the passenger 
cars was already filled with gas as 
they were ready to be taken out on 
the road in a few days. They ex- 
loded one after another. Bang, bang, 
ang, bang, they resounded over the 
city, causing people to run outof their 
houses, thinking it was the sound of an 
earthquake. There was a considerable 
quantity of gasoline in, the building and 
this added fuel to the flames. A sheet of 
flame shot upward with the roar of mus- 
ketry. Some twenty of the men had achance 
to craw! out of thedébris, but four of their 
companions were enveloped in the em- 
brace of the flames. Their cries were 
heard fora moment by the terrified work- 
men, and their voices were hushed forever,

ROASTED TO DEATH. 

The fire from the nine passenger cars 
lit up the heavens for miles around. 
It was a beautiful sight, and conld 
have been enjoyed but for the awful calam- 
ity which acconipanied it. in the mean- 
time the fire department was called out, but 
its services were unavailing.

SUICIDE, 
Miss Mary McCathron is Crazed by 
Spiritualism. 


Yesterday morning the dead body of Miss 
Mary McCathron, was found at her resi- 
dence on Grand avenue, between Third and 
Fourth streets, she having taken her own 
life at some time between 6 and 9 o’clock, 
while suffering from temporary insanity. 
The deceased was discovered lying face 
downward on a pillow im the front room of 
her house, while near at hand wasa colored 
glass tumbler containing a little water, 
which was very bitter to the taste, and a 
bottle containing some white powder, 
either morphine or strychnine. The body 
was fully dressed and in the dead woman’s 
ears were a pair of handsome diamond ear- 
rings, she having evidently made all her 
preparations, even to writing a letter dis- 
posing of her property. Nothing in the 
room was disturbed and nothing to indicate 
that her death had not been a painless one. 

Miss McCathron was a woman between 
40 and 45 years ef age, and a dressmaker 
and milliner by occupation. She had been 


against the granting of the Dupuy saloon f. resident of this city for some years, and 


had accumulated considerable property, 
owning a couple of houses on the lot on 
Grand avenue, besides other real estate. 
She has been regarded for some weeks t 
as partially insane on the subject of spirit- 
ualism, attending the lectures of the various 
alleged mediums who have held forth in the 
city. Lately, however, she has taken up 
with the so-called Christian Scientists or 
healers, and has been under the treatment 
of one for the past week or two. Some five 
or six weeks agoa couple of young men 
sick with consumption were living ina 
barn on Miss MeCathron’s lot, and she took 

ity on them and removed them to her 

ouse, where she attended to one of them 
until he died. The young man fell in love 
with her, which’affection she reciprocated, 
and since his death she has claimed to have 
received communications from him in the 
spirit world, saying that she must come and 
join him, and that she could not resist him. 

Coroner Meredith was notified, and at 


once went to the house and made a thor- f 


ough examination of the premises, taking 
possession of everything in sight, which 
was afterward turned over to the Public 
Administrator. It was learned that Miss 
McCathron had attended a metaphysical“ 
lecture Tuesday night, after which she 
went home with Mrs. S. B. Caswell, whe 
resides at the corner of Fifth and Olive 
streets. Here she occupied a room with 
Mrs. J. A. Root, a Christian Scientist,“ who 
has been 8 her, and about 6 Oelock 
returned home, Ing seen to enter her 
house at that hour.

ng to her house, and said that she haa been 
stopping there for some time, as she was 
afraid to remain at home, and said that she 
regarded her as partially insane. Mrs. 
Root, the “Christian ientist,” under 
whose treatment Miss McCathron was at 
the time of her death, testified at great 
length, and giving in detail the conversa- 
tions that took place between them. She 
said that Miss McCathron occupied the 
same room with her Tuesday night apd was 
very restless. About 3 o’elock she woke 
her up, saying that the demons were after 
her, and was very excited and nervous. 
She quieted her, and she went to sleep, and 
some time after again woke her up, ex- 
claiming. Will the daylight never come.” 
She then dozed off, and on awakening be- 
5 and 6 o’clock she discovered the 
deceased almost dressed and preparing to 
go out, and on being asked to stay said no, 
that she must go, and asked her to come up 
and see her as soon as possible, and she said 
that she would, and went about 9 o’clock 
and found her lying on the dead, as 
above described. 

Coroner Meredith then read the letter 
which had been found in the room. It

The move- 
ment will have substantial backing, 
and it is said will have some sup- 
porters even in the San Francisco dele- 
gation, although Buckley is very un- 
willing to surrender his power over 
the gamblers. The San Francisco 
gamblers are very anxious to have 
such a law passed. They say they are 
at present forced to pay over one- 
eighths of their earnings, their books 
being regularly examined for this pur- 
pose. That the movement in favor of 
licensing gambling is by no means con- 
fined to the ‘gamblers themselves, may 
be seen by the following extract from 
a representative Sacramento paper, the 
Bee: 


In favor of the licensing system are all 
the arguments of public policy and official 
virtue. In spite of the law against i 
gambling continues, officers are corrup 
and the power of arrest, the most important 
in all the delegated powers of the govern- 
ment, prostituted in the most shameless 
way. Opposition to the movement will 
come from those well-meaning but im- 
practicable people who neglect to take a 
bieger view of the situation than is afforded 
by their immediate environment. Thus is 
likely to be witnessed a phenomenal union 
of the devil and sanctity—Buckley ‘and his 
gang on the one hand, and the good but 
impracticable people on the other, all pull- 
ing together for a common cause. 


It is evident that those good people 
who are opposed to State recognition 
of gambling should lose no time in 
massing their forces to resist the on- 
slaught of the gamblers and their paid 
adherents.

Abolish the blanket 
packing, too. 

lf those who are in favor of Chinese im- 
migration and who think their fruit and 
crops will be lost unless we send for a few 
million more Chinese will turn over a nev 
leaf and try to treat white men as free- 
born American citizens, they will find 

lenty of white labor, and their fruits will 

garnered without any trouble. 

Let John Chinaman keep his laundry, 
now that he is here, but let the white citi- 
zens and voters of this country have a 
chance. The fruit growers of California 
are getting good returns for their labor and 
——— and they can afford to deal hon- 
estly with the white laborers. Treat us 
“white,” Mr. Fruitgrower, and we will 
meet you half way. 

The fruit growers of this State, as 
soon as they accumuiate sufficient 
wealth to relieve themselves from the 
necessity of wielding the hoe or hand- 
ling the plow, are too apt to assume the 
airs of southern planters in dealing 
with their employés—an assumption of 
superiority to the vulgar herd“ which 
is not, in every case, justified by the 
manner in which Nature has endowed 
them. 

It has been clearly shown that there 
is plenty of available white help in 
California to cultivate and gather our 
fruit crops. If the fruit growers of 
California understand their own inter- 
ests, they had better make arrange 
ments to secure as much of this help 
as they need. Of one thing they may 
rest assured—there is not the remotest 
probability that the people of Califor- 
nia will consent to have this trans- 
formed into a semi-slave State, for the 
sake of saving a little inconvenience to 
a few wealthy ranch-owners.

THE CYCLONE’S DEADLY WORK 
AT PITTSBURGH. 


A Seven-story Building Goes Down, 
Wrecking Other Structures — 
Forty Persons Buried in the 
Debris—Many Lives Lost. 


By Tele to The Times. 
PirrspurGH, Jan. 9.—[By the 
ciated Press.| A terrific storm of wind and 
hail, the worst known for years, swept over 
the city shortly after noon today, carrying 
witn it death and destruction. ‘The storm 
formed with a suddenness that was over- 
whelming, and as the wind, accompanied 
by hail aud torrents of rain, swept along 
the streets, pedestrians were hurled before 
it, and barely escaped being crushed under 
the vehicles passing along the thoroughfare. 
Suddenly in the center of the city there was 
a terrible crash, and a few minutes later the 
Central fire alarm sounded a call from box 
1, at the corner of Diamend and W 
streets. Hundreds of people hurried to the 
scene, when it was found that the cyclone 
had caught the new building on Diamond 
street, owned by C. L. Willey, and hurled it 
to the earth, covering up two scores of 
MANGLED HUMAN BODIES. 
The building was in course of erection. It 
was 40 by 80 feet in dimensions and was 
seven stories high. The front ot the build- 
ing had not yet been put in and the wind 
seemed to enter from the open end. „The 
high walls of brick and undried mortar 
were ted, one falling each way, partl 
wrecking nearly a dozen surrounding build- 
ings. he main force of the crushing 
building was thrown against Welding & 
Co.’s book store on Wood street and the 
barbershop of Fred Schumaker at No. 41 
Wood street. The rear end of Welding’s 
store was crushed in and the front of the 
building was forced out into Wood street. 
The barber shop was oy ey! demolished. 
Leatder’s store, next to the Witley building, 
— ＋ by W. Thomas, was also 
total rec ed. The rear end of H. Watt 
Co. s book store was erushed in, while 
some of the falling structure struck Joseph 
Richbaum’s building, fronting on First 
avenue, breaking the windows and injur- 
ing anumber of employés. A portion of 
the wall of the millinery store next to 
Thomas’s — caved in and the win- 
dows and doors ina number of the sur- 
rounding buildings were broken. The 
building of Rea Bros, & Co., stock N 7 


on the corner of Diamond and 
streets, was partly ed and the occu- 
pants barely escaped. | 

Within five minutes after the collapse of 


the buildings the streets were filled with an 
excited crowd, notwithstanding the fact 
that the rain and hail were pouring down in 
a perfect deluge. With the arrival of the 
men 

THE WORK OF RESCUE 
was begun. Ladders were run up tothe 
second and third stories of the building, 
and the first person taken out was a young 
lady employed as type writer, who fortun- 
ately had escaped seriousinjury. At the 
time of the disaster, about 25 men were at 
work on the building, and not one escaped 
injury. In the barber shop, next door, 
seven men were imprisoned, while half a 
dozen were buried beneath the débris of the 
Welding building. ‘The hospitals were 
notified, and a short time later, the 
clang of ambulance belis and patrol wagons 
were heard. ‘The contractors had 25 wagons 
and earts on the scene inside of an hour, 
and private expressmen went with their 
wagons and lent their aid in helping to res- 
cue victims. Meantime the crowd continued 
to increase, until finally it was found neces- 
sary to callout the police and have the 
streets cleared for a square both ways. The 
streets were roped in, and no one was al- 
lowed about the ruins but those assisting in 
the rescue. The work was.continued all 
the afternoon, and at 10 o’clock tonight a 
number of persons were known to be still 
underneath the débris. Up to that houf 40 
MANGLED AND BRUISED BODIES 
had been taken from the ruins, Some were 
dead—others were dying, and many were 
fatally injured. From the best information 
obtainable, eight were killed outright, or 
died in a short time and all were in- 
jured. It is believed that the list of dead 
will be greatly increased before morning. 
Of the eight killed only two have been 
identified so far. One was a little girl 
named McGlone, who was walking along 
the street with her little brother when the 
buildings fell and the 
buried in the wreck. The 
was killed instantly and the 
fatally injured.

SNOW AND SLEET. 


A Great Storm Raging in the 
Kast. 

Cuicaaco, Jan. 9.—|By the Associated 

Press.] A flurry of wet snow, melting as it 


continued with increasiug severity. The 
Signal Service weather map for the day 
shows Chicago at the center of an extremely 
wide area of low barometer, extending in 
an irregular circle from Omaha to New 
York and the northern shore of Lake 
Superior to Knoxville, Tenn. The ba- 
rometer here marks 28.96 inches, the lowest 
on record for this point. The temperature 
here is 34°, with a light wind.

THE SUGAR TRUST. 


A Decision Forfeitiug the Charter of 
One of its Branches. 

New York, Jan. 9.—[ By the Associated 
Press.] ‘lhe Supreme Court today rendered 
a decision against the Sugar Trust. The 
suit was brought by the State against the 
North River Sugar Refining Company to 
forfeit its charter on the ground that it 
virtually passed out of existence by selling 


up its work. 

Judge Barrett’s opinion is the most ex- 
haustive and probably the most important 
ever written upon the subject of trusts and 
monopolies. e Judge summoned coun- 
sel of both sides before him and the jurors 
whose duty it was to merely formally ren- 
der a verdict in accordarce with the de- 
cision of the Court. Defendant’s counsel 
took exception to the ruling of the Court. 

Judge Barrett says: “It did not require 
the astute mind that prepared this most 
original instrument to perceive that the ag- 
gregation of partnership, with dangers re- 
sulting from death and exercise of indi- 
vidual power, could never effect a safe and 
permanent cohesion. Accordingly we fin 
as one of the first provisions of the deed an 
basis of the so-called trust structure, a con- 
dition in substance that partnerships shall 
all be turned into corporations. ‘This in 
fact was done, and thus several of these 
corporations were organized for the express 
—— of recreating various shares of cap- 
tal stock through which a combination was 
to be formed. partners took on a cor- 
poration garb and became shareholders, and, 
as such, fitted themselves to enter the com- 
bination within the terms of the deed.” —

Next follows a review of the State 
finances. The total receipts for the 38th 
and 39th fiscal years are 612,498, 249. 96; ex- 
ceeding the amount expended by #6,599,- 
066.07. A cash system of paying the 
State’s debts is urged. A new rd of 
Examiners is asked for to take the place of 
the present ex-officio and assume 
added duties by the State’s growth. The 
abolition of useless offices is ur 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 
An encouraging report of higher educa- 
tion in the State is given, especially of the 
University ef California. The furnishing 


of text books by the State is favorably re- 
ferred to. 

The branch Normal School in Los An- 
geles is represented to be in T2 
condition, but the need of two new build- 
ings, one for industrial and gymnastic 
training and the other for a boarding 
school, are set forth and the necessary ap- 
propriations are recommended. 

The need et a house of refuge or reform- 
atory for the younger inmates of the State 
prisons isshown;and it is recomemnded that 
che Paleem prison de changed to such an 
institution. 

There are now 1420 patients in the Napa 
Insane Asylum, aud 1510 in the asylum at 
Stockton. Both are overcrowded, and the 
providing of a new asylum is strongly rec- 
ommended, as well as additional means of 
taking care of the chronic and criminal! in- 
sane. The selection of a new site and the 
erection of new and more substantial build- 
ings for the Home for Feeble- minded Cull- 
dren is recommended, 

‘The Yosemite Valley and Mari Big 
Tree Grove Commissioners are defended as 
having performed their duties satisfactorily, 
and appropriations of $20,000 for use in im- 
proving the valley and $5000 for the grove 
are recommended. 

It is shown that €100,000 is annually spent 
by the State in supporting special bureaus 
and commissions, and an investigation witn 
a view to the abolition of some of these is 
advised. The Governor is not prepared to 
say which of them have outlived their use- 
fulness, though he is convinced that many 
of them have done 80. 

An increase of the mandatory power of 
the State Board of Health and a change 
whereby better vital statistics may be kept, 
in order to better demonstrate the health- 
fulness of the State, are recommended. 
The continuation of the appropriation to 
prevent the spread of contagious diseases is 
urged.
